A bold daylight robbery was at­ 


tem pted at noon Saturday

The theif had been hanging around 
the station all m orning and when the 
agent left he stepped in and took all

The agent saw the thief and 
draw ing a revolver shot twice as he 
ran around a barn. 
H arvey Boyle of the north side and 
Sherm an Cleveland were near enough 
to hear the 
station 
agent 
scream 
“catch that man, he robbed the de­ 
pot!" 
They chased the fugitive and when 
he went around the barn one of the 
young men followed after him and 
the other ran around the other way 


and the thief ran into their arms. 
H e had light, curly hair, blue eyes 
and was heavy set and powerful. The 
captors succeeded in getting him to 
the station where they held him until 
the agent telephoned for the m arshal. 
W hen the theif heard the phone he 
made a desperate attem pt to escape, 
but was held by Boyle who threw his 
arm s around his neck. 
The captors 
bound his arm s behind him until the 
sheriff came when he was taken to 
jail. 
It is thought that he was be wanted 
elsewhere.

The first question seems simple enoqgh. One would not hire a super­ 


intendent of bridge construction who did not know all about building all 


the particular bridges one was engaged in erecting. So in other com m er­ 


cial and industrial lines.

In Detroit the patrolmen keep track of the lights continually and 
an “out” is reported, though it be out for a minute. 
In Milwaukee, patrolmen reported 84,130 hours out during the 


same period, and here no “outs” are counted unless the lamp was 


out during an entire night. 


In response to the protest that this is not good service, Mr. 


Beggs says that a reduction is made to the city for lamps which 
are not lighted.

In preparation for the time when the new contract for street 
lighting is to be awarded by the com m on council to the street rail­ 
w ay corporation, the men employed to hoodwink the 
people as 
much as possible have been engaged in trying to convince taxp ay­ 
ers that M ilwaukee has one of the best lighting system s 
in 
the 
country. 
Th rough the trolley organ, President John I. B egg s has 
been repeating the misleading statement that the com pany’s 
bills 
for public lighting are cut down promptly 
when street lights are 
not burning. 
Ald. Sherburn Becker, the most recent convert to the ranks of 
public service corporation crew in the council, 
boasted that he 
would “ see that the city got paid whenever he saw a light out.” 
“ C on” Corcoran, president of the council and an enthusiast over 
public service corporations, protests that it would be impossible to 
find better lighting than furnished M ilwaukee. 
Such statements are shown to be untrue, when the laws and 
records of the city are inspected: 
It is a fact that the electric lighting com pany is at perfect lib­ 
erty to furnish less than half the light it agrees to, and there is 
no w ay to recover for the difference. 
W h en the contract was drawn up five years ago, the street 
railway com pany was perfectly willing to have the follow ing clause 
inserted: 
“ T h e said party of the first part further covenants and agrees 
that if the said party of the first part shall fail to light and o p ­ 
erate, in the manner herein provided, any lights for a period of 
one night or longer, that then, and in such case a deduction of thir­ 
ty (30) cents per lamp per night shall be made from the contract 
price for the time the same w as not lighted and operated.” 
This clause means that the company receives the full contract 
price for each arc light, provided that it burns for one minute 
during the night . A nd the company has not failed to take advan­ 
tage of the clause. 
“ T h e street railway refunds m oney to the city only when a 
light is out for the entire night,” said 
Com m issioner 
of 
Public 
W o rk s V. J. Schoenecker, Jr.. “ Under terms of the contract the arc 
lamps must be out one whole night or longer, so that, if the pa­ 
trolmen, upon whom we depend for the report of ‘outs,’ sees the 
light burn at all during the night, he does not report it as being 
out. 
“The patrolmen are instructed to do this because the terms of 
the contract are plain. 
Under the old contract a lamp had to be 


out for three consecutive nights before anything w^s 
refunded to 


the city.”

He explained the habit of the company by 
saying 
that when cars were numerous or heavy laden, it was necessary 
to cut off some of the lights in order to give sufficient power 
to 
propel the cars. The lights are cut off, but the city pays for them 
just the same as if they were burning. 


In addition to this, it is admitted generally that not an arc lamp 
in the city furnishes a light of 2,coo candle power, as provided for 
in the contracts. And for some mysterious reason, the 
board 
of 
public works has not, as far as can be learned, ever made a test to 
determine just how much light is being furnished.

Jaffei, who is 27 years old, 
came to Italy from Paterson, N. J., 
with Gaetano Bresei, the assassin of 
King Humbert. Jaffei was a customs 
guard before becoming an anarchist. 
Shortly before King Humbert was as­ 
sassinated he went 
to 
Switzerland, 
where he met Bresei and Bresci’s ac­ 
complice in the murder of the Italian 
king, whose death the three plotted. 
After the as.-sassination Jaffei was 
arrested at Berne, but owing to their 
being no extradtion 
treaty 
between 
Italy and Switzerland! he could not be 
delivered to the Italian authorities. A 
court at Milan in 1901, however, tried 
Jaffei for contumacey and sentenced 
bim to solitary confinement for life. It 
is stated that Jaffei had expressed the 
intention of murdering King Victor 
Emmanuel.
